Military Training Camps at Del

July, in addition to the training 
they receive And the athletics and 
other diversions they enjoy, are 
to be given a chance to win med­ 
als, and even the finest and most 
up-to-date radio set that the Amer­ 
ican ftadio Cdrporatlon can (urn 
out.

Announcement just made by 
Colonel E. V. Smith, chief of staff, 
91st Dlvisibn, at the Presidio of 
San Francisco, who will command 
this year's camps, is to the effect 
that Major General James G. Har- 
board (retired), now president of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
has promised the finest set his cor­ 
poration can produce as a reward 
to the young man at this year's 
camps making the best showing In 
radio. Tests to determine the win­ 
ner will be conducted under direc­ 
tion of the Signal Corps of the 
regular army, and It will be open 
to any radio "bug" among the 
thousand young men in attendance.

A bronze medal, something to be 
treasured throughout life, will be 
given to each of ten young men 
who prove to be the most soldierly 
Itf their companies. These are the 
gift of the Military Training Camp 
Association of the Nation and will 
be awarded with due military pomp 
and ceremony at the close of the 
camps. There will be other prizes 
end awards in athletic competi­ 
tions.

Cojonel Smith strongly urges 
young Californians who desire to 
attend, to rush their applications' 
without delay to Headquarters 91st 
Division, Presidio of San Francisco. 
The camps are without cost to the 
students. Everything, including 
transportation to and from their 
homes, training under experts of 
the regular army, medical attend­ 
ance, recreation, food, clothing and 
equipment will be provided by the 
War Department.

THE QIRL WHO WON AND RULED 
A KING.

WE HEAR a great deal today 
about the iniquitous vampire. 

It is one of the curious sidelights 
of history that the vampire has helped 
to shape the destinies of the greatest 
men and empires. And certainly none 
of the famous women who might 
answer to that description had a 
stranger beginning than a little girl 
born at Paris In 1721. Her supposed 
father was Francois Polsson, an officer 
In the household of the Duke of 
Orleans. But common report Held 
that her real father was a great 
financier of the time, who undertook 
to direct the girl's education, It is 
said that In her early youth* he rec­ 
ognized In her a spark of genius and 
shaped the girl's education so that 
some day she might be the king's 
mistress.

At the age of twenty this girl was 
married to a nephew of her protector 
and became the belle of the wealth­ 
iest circles In Paris business life. 
But that was a long way from the 
court, which she never entered until 
chance threw her in the way of Louis 
XV, at a public ball. He was captU 
vated and not long afterward the 
young bride cast aside her husband 
for a doubtful position at Versailles. 
Louis bought her an estate and from 
this she took the name by which she 
became famous the Duchess ' de 
Pompadour.

Pompadour was a womau of un­ 
doubted genius. She paid court to 
the literary leaders of her time, 
notably Voltaire, and soon became * 
power In the realm. This power she 
extended by every possible means, 
corresponding regularly _ with gan- 
erals in the field, dabbling in. affairs 
of state, and" finally becoming the un­ 
crowned queen of France.

For years French policy had been 
to oppose Austria by alliances with 
the German states. Because Fred- 
 erlck -the Great wrote . scurrilous- 
verses about Pompadour she swore 
to* be avenged, and when Maria 
Theresa of Austria wrote her a 
friendly letter, she upset France's 
national policy overnight, forming an 
alliance with Austria. This brought 
on the disastrous Seven tear's war. 
and Indirectly prepared France for 
the troubles which ended In the Revo­ 
lution.

Pompadour did not live to see the 
working put of her statecraft.

When a fateful Illness overtook 
her, at the age of forty-two, she 
calmly heard the doctor's sentence, 
had herself dressed In court costume, 
and bravely lay down to meet her 
fate*
